REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD > 
lo the School District of Webster ; 


We submit our report of the schools in the district for 
the last year. We have in the district sixty-seven schol- 
ars, twenty-nine girls and thirty-eight boys. We have 
maintained five schools—one at Sweatt’s Mills, Pleasant 
St. South part, Corser Hilland Bashan; also we have paid 
Mrs. Eben J Hardy one dollar per week for teaching her 
child at home the same number of weeks of school in the 
district. 

These schools have been taught by old and experienced 
teachers whose pay has been eigth dollars and fifty cents 
per week. We think they have made a Success) qrsime 
schools and we wish to express our thanks to them for 
' the same. 

There was raised at the last School meeting fifty dollars 
to shingle Sweatt’s Mills school house. The money was 
not used, as the committee thought it was not needed, 
and it is still in the hands of the treasurer. One thing 
sure, Sweatt’s Mills school house needs a fence around it, 
and we would recommend the district to raise forty dol- 
lars for the same. 

Also Bashan needs-a new desk and Seats ¥ guman 
need fifty dollars for that purpose. 

You will need to raise for other purposes, besides what 
the law requires, eighty-five dollars to pay school officers, 
seventy-five dollars for supplies and book fund, also two 
hundred for High School Tuition.
